ghanistan, and so when we had 
chatted for a while, I asked, 
“What’s all this about Pushtoon- 
istan?” 

He did not laugh. Indeed, he 
grew quite red and he breathed 
heavily. 

“It’s to embarrass us,” he said. 
“India did not incite it, but nurses 
it. The meeting, you will note, 
was held in New Delhi.” 

Here was a small, but.impor- 
tant lesson in international prob- 
lems and the difficulty of under- 
standing issues separated by 
miles of land and sea and cen- 
turies of differences in culture 
agd background. 

To the average American, a 
story about a would-be nation 
calling itself Pushtoonistan was 
as humorous and as unreal to him 
as Lower Slobovia of the comic 
strips. 

But, to the ambassador from 
Pakistan, an able and highly 
trained, educated and skilled dip- 
lomat, the news was important 
and dangerous. 

Afghanistan peoples dwell on 
both sides of the Pakistan bor- 
der. In Pakistan are some five 
million persons. Across the line 
are perhaps a few more than 
that. 

Afghanistan is a poor country, 
bankrupt and wretched. The peo- 
ple along its borders, seeing the 
improvement of living standards 
in Pakistan, grow restless. 

“So,” said Ambassador M. A. 
H. Ispahani, “Afghanistan must 
divert them with this nationalis- 
tic farce.” 


Flames 


I took note of the talk Pakis- 
tan’s ambassador has been mak- 
ing on his Southern tour. He 
said, with great truth: 

“No consideration of the Asian 
problem could be realistic which 
takes into account only the im- 
mediate military aspect of it. The 
present turmoil in Asia has deep 
roots in history and, particularly, 
in the events of the last half cen- 
tury. 

“There was a time when Asia 
was comparatively remote from 
the consciousness of the Ameri- 
can people and was at best a 
symbol of -romance and mystery. 
Now the world is becoming grow- 
ingly conscious of Asia in other 
less romantic ways. Although Eu- 
rope is still regarded as the hub 
of the political world by many 
thinkers, there is an increasing 
number of people who believe 
that Europe’s role as an effective 
center of world civilization has 
come to an end during the last 
30 years. The center of gravity 
in world affairs has moved east- 
wards. With the emergence of 
Russia as a power of the first 
magnitude, the center lies not in 
Europe, but in the Eurasian con- 
tinent. The upheaval in Asia is 
now being realized as a historical 
movement in its own right. A 
mass of over one billidn human 
beings, living in an agrarian, un- 
industrial, over-populated area, 
with unimaginably low standards 
of life, victims of ill health, un- 
dernourishment and illiteracy are 
not factors which the rest of the 
world can afford to ignore. Sta- 
tistics can seldom convey the 
quality of human frustration, but 
it may, perhaps, surprise you to 
know that the average per capita 
income of well over one billion 
people of Asia is not more than 
$40 a year, their life expectancy 
not more than 30 years, their diet 
on the starvation level of 2,150 
calories daily per capita, and their 
percentage of illiteracy 78 per 
cent. 


Paradox 


“Foreign domination of Asian 
nations has ended through resur- 
gent nationalism, but having be- 
come nations, they must become 
something more than nations in 
order to thrive. They have to 
achieve not national identity, but 
a new identity as parts of a new 
world order. And there is no 
such world order in sight. This 
is the cruel paradox confronting 
the emerging peoples of Asia.

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Corporate 
Tax Boost 
Wins Okay

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22—House- 
Senate conferees unanimously 
agreed Friday on the final draft of 
a bill increasing corporation taxes 
and the 
Senate promptly approved it. Final 
House action was delayed until 
Jan. 1. 

The bill combines a $2,600,000,- 
000 levy on profits defined as ex- 
cessive with a $600,000,000 in- 
crease in regular rates. It is de- 
signed to minimize “windfall” 
profits stemming directly or: indi- 
rectly from rearmament. and to 
help finance the defense program. 
Settling differences between 
versions originally passed by the 
House and Senate, the joint con- 
ferees ended a day and a half of 
closed-door deliberations with 
agreement on a measure that 
would yield more revenue than 
either. 

In its completed form the bill 
calls for a 77 percent tax on excess 
profits and sets the rates on 
normal earnings at 25 percent on 
the first $25,000 and 47 percent on 
the rest. Regular rates are now 25 
and 45 percent, respectively. 
Most corporations would calcu- 
late their excess profits under 
one or two formulas. 

The primary method defines 
excess profits as earnings during 
its most-profitable three years of 
the four-year period, 1946-49. 
The principal optional formula 
would allow returns before taxes 


‘\of 12 percent on the first $5,000,- 


000 of invested capital and re- 
tained earnings; 10 percent on the 
next $5,000,000, and 8 percent on 
capital above $10,000,000. 


Seventy-five percent of a corp- 
oration’s borrowed capital could 
be considered as invested capital 
for purposes of the optional form- 
ula. Twenty-five percent of the 
interest payments on such capi- 
tal could be deducted from cur- 
rent income subject to the excess 
profits tax. 

The bill sets 62 percent of a 
corporation’s earnings as the max- 
imum to be paid in combined reg- 
ular and excess profits taxes. 


}Concerns earning less than $25,- 


000 would be exempt from the 
excess profits levy as well as the 
regular rate increase. 

The excess profits tax would be 
fully retroactive to July 1, while 
the increase in regular levies 
would apply only to taxable years 
beginning on Or after that date. 

Enactment of the bill would in- 
crease the Fedéral tax liability of 
corporations to about $19,000,000,- 
000 a year, as compared with an 
estimated $21,000,000,000 for indi- 
viduals.

Michael V. Di- 
salle, Director of Price Stabiliza- 
tion, said he was “sure the Amer- 
ican public will recognize the con- 
tribution that the company is 
making in helping us to prevent 
inflation and stabilize the economy 
in this emergency period.” 

The agency on Dec. 18 ordered 
price ceilings on new passenger 
automobiles. The regulation is ef- 
fective until March 1. 


The law provides that whenever |* 


a price ceiling has been imposed 
with respect to a particular ma- 
terial or service, the Government 
shall stabilize wages, salaries and 
other compensation in the indus- 
try or business producing the ma- 
terial or performing the service. 


Friday’s order, the first wage 
ceiling imposed in the present 
mobilization period, is not an ab- 
solute freeze on wages and Ssal- 
aries in the auto industry. It is a 
freeze of existing contracts and 
established plans and schedules. 
There is a distinction. For ex- 
ample, a merit increase for a sal- 
aried worker is not forbidden if it 
can be justified under the estab- 
lished salary administration plan 
of the employer. 

If the “job content,” or duties, 
of .an individual employee are 
changed his wage or salary may 
be adjusted accordingly without 
violation of the ceiling. 

The vital paragraph of the or- 
der says: “No employer in the 
new passenger-automobile indus- 
try shall pay, and no employee in 
such industry shall receive, dur-

Army in Korea, was killed 
Saturday when his jeep crashed 
into a truck north of Seoul. 


The stocky 6l-year-old general 
was on his way to present a cita-| 
tion to the 27th British Common- 
wealth Brigade when the accident 
occurred. The truck, a South Ko- 
rean army vehicle, pulled up 
without warning in front of 
Walker’s __ specially - built jeep 
that bore the three stars of his 
rank. 

Walker was rushed to a near- 
by American field hospital but 
died shortly afterward. 

It was not determined imme- 
diately whether any other occu- 
pants of the jeep were killed. 


Walker, a veteran of both World 
Wars, was killed just 20 days aft- 
er his 6lst birthday. Just five 
years ago this month his senior 
commander in World War II, Gen. 
George S. Patton, Jr., also was 
killed in an auto accident near 
Mannheim, Germany. 


Walker’s death marked the loss 
of the second major American 
leader in Korea since the war 
there started. Maj. Gen. William 
F. Dean, 24th Division command- 
er and the hero of Taejon, has 
been missing in action since last 
July 21—less than a month after 
the war began. 

The stocky, scowling Walker 
took command of United Nations 
ground troops in Korea in the first 
dark days of the war there last 


o® |son told Congress, the country 


and the world Friday the 
military comradeship of the

Reporting in private to Senate

Moreover, Acheson said, the 
National Security Council, the 
highest strategic body in the 
United States, had examined such 
suggestions many times, including 
a time ‘‘quite recently,” and every 
time had unanimously rejected 
them. 

Hoover made on Wednesday 
night a proposal that the United 
States concentrate on preserving 
this hemisphere. 

The tone of Secretary Acheson’s 
public remarks over the Brussels 
decisions’ was that the military 
association with the Western 
Europeans had been well-for- 
warded. 

He emphasized, however, that 
he was speaking here of “the 
papers” that had laid out a de- 
fensive structure and that there

Girl Expects Baby

The girl huddled in the doorway, her figure heavy and clumsy 


beneath the worn, too-tight coat. 


her face was a clear white oval except for one thing—the jagged 
red imprint of a hand on one cheek. 


Her dark eyes were wide and 
blank and although she shed 
no tears she shuddered once in 
awhile and whimpered like a 
small, lost puppy. 

The Family Service Society 
caseworker, leaving the office 
late, found her there at the 
foot of the stairs on her way 
out. 

“I was coming in,” she said, 
gasping a little. “But I thought 
I was too late .., and I guess 
Iam. My baby’s... coming.” 

As this is written, the baby 
has not come. The girl is in a

big downtown hospital—and the 
caseworker who has stayed by 
her side since has swallowed a 
bitter dose of Christmas irony.

When he learned she was 
expecting a baby he had her 
fired from the mill and gave her 
bus fare home. 

“IT thought if I told Daddy 
how it was he’d help me,” she 
explained between pains. 

Instead her father went into 
a rage, slapped the girl across 
the face and ordered her from 
his home. 

“It’s going to take a lot of 
love and a lot of care to give 
her a will to live,” the case 
worker explained. ‘“She’s having 
a much worse time than she 
should be having and after- 
wards ,... well, if she’s to 
make anything of her life some- 
body’s got to help her now.” 

A boarding home with a kind 
couple may be the solution for 
this particular girl instead of the 
institutional care usually pro- 
vided at the Florence Critten- 
ton Home.

TOKYO, Saturday, Dec. 23. 

(AP)—American F-86 jet 
fighters won the greatest air 
battle of the Korean war Fri- 
day as Communist ground 
forces thrust across the 38th, 
Parallel’ in their second inva- 
sion of South Korea. 
Six Soviet-made MIG-15 
fighter planes were shot 
down, Air Headquarters an- 
nounced, with no loss or dam- 
age to the Americans. 


This brought MIG losses to 
seven since they first tangled 
Dec. 17 with the U. S. Sabre 
Jets—considered the world’s 
fastest operational fighters. 


Eight Sabres downed the six 
MIGs and damaged a seventh in 
an air battle that ranged from 
treetop level to more than 31,000 
feet—six miles high, the Air Force 
reported. 

The Air Force estimated 15 to 
25 MIGs took part in the dogfight, 
which began about 20 miles south- 
east of Sinuiju, on the northwest- 
ern frontier of Korea. 

On the ground, for the second 
time in not quite six month, North 
Korean Red troops were south of 
the Thirty-eighth’ Parallel and 
driving toward Seoul.

U. S. Ready tor Red 


Talks, But

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22—The United States Friday 
agreed to talks with the Soviet Union on all the issues in- 
flaming the world but made clear at the same time that this 
Government saw little hope for successful negotiation. 


The United States Embassy in 
Moscow, in concert with the Brit- 
ish and French embassies, re- 
jected in effect the Soviet note of 
Nov. 3 proposing a Big Four meet- 
ing on the German situation alone. 
In identical notes, the three West- 
ern Allies said they were pre- 
pared, however, to take part in a 
meeting that would consider all 
of the “causes of present interna- 
tional tensions throughout the 
world.” 

At the same time that it re- 
leased the note here, the State 
Department issued a “back- 
ground” statement, a recital of the 
Soviet’s obstructive tactics since 
the end of the war. 

The whole tone of the statement 
was one to discourage whatever 
optimism might be aroused by the 
apparent willingness of the United 
States to meet with Russia at the 
conference table. 

Authorities subsequently made 
it plain that “a realistic view” of 
the possibility of making headway 
in the conflict with Moscow was 
the purpose of the “background” 
information. 

Officials said also that there 
was no indication that similar 
“background” was to be made 
available by the other two West- 
ern powers, although they had 
collaborated as closely as possible 
on the contents of the notes them- 
selves. The conclusion could only 
be, it was suggested, that Wash- 
ington was acting alone in ex- 
pressing its pessimism.

Before Yule Party 


AMARILLO, Tex., Dec. 22 
(U.P)—Ten residents of a convales- 
cent home, the youngest of them 
76 and most of them invalids un- 
able to flee, burned to death Fri- 
day in a fire which flashed 
through the flimsy wooden struc- 
ture shortly before a Christmas 
party was to start. 

Thirty-five other aged persons 
living at the Walker Convalescent 
Home fled to safety, A few re- 
ceived minor burns. Most seri- 
ously burned was a woman visitor 
who fainted while trying to carry 
her step-mother out of the in- 
ferno. 

One of the residents who saved 
himself was C. T. Doan, who rode 


wheel-chair. 

Mrs. Helen Wright, a nurse in 
the invalid ward, first spotted the 
fire and turned in the alarm.

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Is There Enough Time Left? 


West Germany has used her strategic 
bargaining position to exact great conces- 
sions from the nations which together 
brought Germany to her knees only five 
short years ago. If the evil spirit of Adolf 
Hitler, wherever it may be in torment, is 
contorting with great glee, we can under- 
stand. We are somewhat tortured our- 
selves, but the fact is this country has 
reached the point where it is forced to cul- 
tivate the assistance of whatever potential 
allies are available. 

It is an irony of the times, but not so 
great a contradiction as it might seem. In 
the Second World War the free countries 
fought totalitarianism of the Nazi type. 
Today we are engaged in a struggle against 
totalitarianism of the Communist sort. 
Essentially there is no difference between 
them. If anything, the Mpscow brand is 
more to be feared. 

There will be those, gifted with the 
rare gift of hindsight, who wring their 
hands and emit deprecations upon those 
whom they accuse of getting us into a war 
against Hitler when it now is obvious we 
should have helped Hitler conquer Russia 
first. They forget the facts which existed 
in those days and for the most part they 
evade the facts which exist today. 

West German help is necessary for ade- 
quate defense of Western Europe. Any in- 


vasion would be through West Germany. 


There is not sufficient manpower and in- 
dustrial potential in the remainder of free 
Europe. . Although we are giving West 
Germany practically a full measure of 
freedom in exchange for troops, there are

Why Not Fluoridated 


Water in Atlanta? 


DeKalb County is moving ahead with 
plans for adding sodium fluoride to the 
water supply as a means of reducing tooth 
decay. 

Atlanta, in this respect, lags behind. 


The value of fluorides in the drinking 
water has been confirmed by many studies 
conducted by the VU. S. Public Health 
Service and other agencies. At Grand 
Rapids, Mich., where sodium fluoride has 
been added to the public water since 1945, 
less than half the dental 
decay among children 5 to 7 years of age. 
The rate of decay there is about the same 
as in Aurora, Ill., which has naturally flu- 
oridated water. 

In Wisconsin 18 cities have added 
sodium fluoride to the water in the past 
four years and 35 more are laying plans 
to do so. 

So far as we know there are no firm 
estimates of the cost of adding sodium 
fluoride, one of the objections recently 
mentioned by Atlanta Water Works Su- 
perintendent Paul Weir in opposing the 
step. However, the Wisconsin state health 
officer, Dr. Carl Neupert, says the cost is 
only 10 cents per capita annually. 

Oldsters can expect no help from the 
mass-treatment method. Indeed, health 
officials say it is doubtful anyone over 12 
years old will benefit. 

Fluoridating DeKalb’s drinking water 
already has the approval of the County 


“Medical Society and the DeKalb Dental 
Society has been asked for its approval. 


The Georgia Board of Health and the Geor- 
gia Dental Association have endorsed it 
for communities where approval first is 
obtained by local dental and medical or- 
ganizations. ’ 

DeKalb is to be congratulated for its 
progressive step. 

Atlanta ought to look into the benefits 
and costs of the new treatment. If results 
are as good as claimed—and there is no 
reason to doubt them—the City should 
seriously investigate the feasibility of flu- 
oridating the drinking water here. 


safeguards. West Germany never can be 
the menace to freedom that a united Ger- 
many was. And there is little likelihood of 
Russia allowing East Germany to join. 

The danger is that armament will not 
proceed rapidly enodgh. The Soviets may 
invade before an effective defense organi- 
zation can be formed. 

Though the West Germans have 
shrewdly used their, best strategy at the 
bargaining table, their position was, and is, 
a precarious one. Jammed-against the 
Soviet armed camp they would be first vic- 
tims of an invasion. To join the West 
without assurance of troop protection 
while their own forces were/ organized 
would be but to invite Communist con- 
quest. 

Former Secretary of War Robert P. 
Patterson believes there is a 50-50 chance 
Russia will attack in 1951. A great many 
others follow the same reasoning. 

But, unlike ex-Presidents Hoover, Mr. 
Patterson does not believe the United 
States should get out of Europe. On the 
contrary, he thinks we ought to do every- 
thing possible to strengthen the-free coun- 
tries. 

Rearmament of West Germany is a 
gamble, just as our alliance with the free 
countries of Europe is a gamble. It might 
be that we shall lose. If so it will be again 
because of too little and too late, not all of 
which would be this country’s fault. But 
the assistance of 315,000,000 people in 
Western Europe, including West Germany, 
plus the great industrial capacity of the 
region, offers a prize worth the risk. 


Protect Standards 
In the Pecan Trade 


Georgia’s pecan-growing industry, 
which is a sizable one, got a black eye the 
other day when a shipment of nuts con- 
taining nothing but shriveled, inedible 
meats, was seized at Nashville, Tenn., and 
destroyed. 

We were glad to learn that the Pecan 
Administrative Committee, which sets 
grading standards for the nuts, was instru- 
mental in tracking down the worthless 
pecans. 

Growers and shippers who violate the 
standards are doing the industry a dis- 
service. We hope there is a means of 
legal action. 

Florida has given its citrus industry a 
great boost by establishing and maintain- 
ing high standards of quality. Georgia 
can do the same with the pecan industry.

Russell Urged 


-To Reconsider 


WASHINGTON—Spearheaded by Rep. Eu- 
gene Cox, of Georgia, a quiet movement has 
been launched by Southern delegation members 

to have Sen. Richard B. Russell change his mind and become a 
candidate for majority leader of the Senate. 

Democrats will have to elect a new majority leader of the 
upper chamber when the new session begins in January, due to 


‘the defeat in the November elections of Sen. Scott Lucas, of Illi- 


nois, present holder of the post. 
Judge Cox, one of the most influential Democratic leaders of 


the House, reveals that he is making the move to have Sen. Russell 


reconsider his earlier decision not to offer for the post for two 
reasons. First, he considers the Georgia Junior Senator the best 
qualified man the Democrats could name for the highly important 
position, and, second, he wants to avoid a party fight over the 
leadership which now appears to be threatened. 


On a Platter Sen. Russell, the present floor leader of South- 

ern Democrats, could have had the majority 
leadership on a silver platter without opposition, had he chosen. 
After Sen. Lucas’ defeat he received enough pledges of support 
to make his election certain. But after weighing the matter, he 
announced that he would not be a candidate, feeling that his occu- 
pying the post would be embarrassing to the President, whose 
civil rights program he has vigorously opposed. 

Since then two rival candidates have emerged and a spirited 
contest appears to be in the making over who is elected. The two 
contestants are Sen. Ernest W. McFarland, of Arizona, and Sen. 
Joseph C. O’Mahoney, of Wyoming. The matter will be settled in 
a caucus by Senate Democrats to be held shortly before the new 
session begins in January. 

It is with a view to avoid this contest that Judge Cox is seeking 
to bring pressure on Sen. Russell to have him consent to run. 

“Sen. Russell is by far the ablest man the Democrats of the 
Senate have to offer for the majority leadership post,” Cox said. 
“If he consents to run he would be elected easily. He owes it to 
himself and his party to serve. At a time-.of national crisis we 
cannot afford to be split by disunity.” 


Across the Board J¥4g¢ Cox. who is the ranking majority 
member of the powerful House Rules 


Committee, says that the huge rearmament program we are under- 
taking calls for all-out mobilization and the imposition of economic 
controls ‘‘across the board” on everything. 

“We must get our house in order to meet the threat that faces 
us abroad,” he declared. “It looks like the responsibility of organ- 
izing the democratic nations of the world against communism rests 
on us. There is no strong leadership in any other nation of the 
world, outside of Russia.” 

He thinks well of proposals for organizing an American Foreign 
Legion. which would enable us to bring into our armed services 
men of other nations who would be willing to fight on our side 
against Communist aggression. Adding: “We ought to take advan- 
tage of every opportunity to strengthen our power.” 


. Sen. Walter F. George is being credited with a 
Major Feat major feat in piloting through the Senate this 
week the $3,200,000,000 corporation excess profits tax bill after 
less than one full day’s consideration on the floor. Ordinarily such 
a bill would require several weeks of debate before coming to a 


vote. 

The Georgia Senator was in charge of the huge new tax bill by 
virtue of his chairmanship of the Senate Finance Committee, 
which drafted the measure. Passage came without a record vote 
after only about three hours of debate. 

In presenting the measure to the Senate the Georgian esti- 
mated that stepped-up defense spending will boost the tax yield 
to between four and five billion dollars in 1951. He conceded that 
the bill was drawn in haste and is still imperfect, but said nec- 
essary corrections can be made at the next session after the law 


gets a test in operation.

She was then placed in 
an incubator? 

Several hours later her com- 
plexion, which had been almost 
black, had turned pink and her 
tiny limbs, which doctors said re- 
sembled “blocks of ice,” had 
thawed sufficiently to cause the 
baby to stir. Her condition, how- 
ever, was “serious.” 

The mother, Mrs. Nellie Miracle 
Dugger, 30, told Policewoman 
Mary Allan she woke from a deep 
sleep to find her bed collapsed 
and the baby lying on the cold 
floor. Julia Ann appeared life- 
less, clad only in diapers and a 
thin undershirt and covered by a 
threadbare blanket. 

While on the floor, the child 
also had been bitten on the legs 
by a rat, doctors said. 

Mrs. Dugger was removed to 
jail where authorities said she 
had a police and juvenile record 
extending back to age 12. She 
later was taken to the hospital 
because, Mrs. Allan said, she evi- 
dently was ill “physically and 
mentally” and had been sleeping 
so soundly after several wakeful 
nights that she hadn’t even heard 
the bed collapse. 

The policewoman said the 
mother agreed beforehand to per- 
mit her four other children— 
Johnny Ray, 10, Buddy, 7, Faye, 
5, and Jacqueline, 19 months— 
to remain at the City Children’s 
Home over Christmas. Mrs. Dug- 
ger said the only thing she had 
bought for the children’s holiday 
was a wagon for Faye. 

Johnny said their father, a truck 
driver, was out of town on a 
business trip. The children hadn’t 
been fed all day, he reported, 
and were cold. 

Mrs. Allan said that in her 
almost 21 years’ experience in 
police work, Julia Ann was the 
“most pitiful and awfullest thing

Said Deranged 


RAVENNA, O., Dec. 22—(/). 
Bespectacled Donald Overholt, 17, 
accused strangler of a seven-year-, 
old girl, is mentally unbalanced, 
a psychiatrist testified Friday. 

On the stand as a defense wit- 
ness at Overholt’s second degree 
murder trial, Dr. John A. Hunter 
of Cleveland Clinic said he had 
examined Overholt this week and 
found him to be .a schizoid—a 
mentally deranged person with 
conflicting ideas, giving him a 
“split personality.” 

Overholt confessed to police 
strangling little Linda Hickman 
last Labor Day because she fed 
his collie grapes and annoyed him 
while he was reading comic books. 
Linda, from Knoxville, Tenn., was 
visiting relatives here. 

“I found his intelligence to be 
at least normal,” Dr. Hunter testi- 
“But he is a schizoid. He 
wants to be by -himself. He is not 
interested in the opposite sex.” 

He continued to describe Over- 

holt as a type interested in in- 
animate things, of nature for ex- 
ample, that cannot speak back. 

But he said the youth is not 
capable of “malice in his heart 
or intent.”
